Any extended period of drought 
arlll mean watering lor thoae garden-, 
era working on aandy or gravelly 
aoll. for adequate moialure at the 
roota not only la taaentlal for quality 
bloocna but alao la an Important 
factor in preventing attacka of mil¬ 
dew TTred-IookIng foliage, ahort 
flower atema or a droopy Up to the 
vine are all danger algnala, Indicating 
need for water down below. 

* a a 

On heavy lotl. though, watering 
can be overdone, etpecially when the 
vlnei are grown In the oM-faahloned. 
deeply dug aweet pea trench. Such 
a trench can act aa a drainage aump 
for all the aurface water on the plot; 
I have aeen many caaea of root rot 
cauaed by auch waterlogging. The 
aymptoma are almoat Identical aa 


foi drought and the novice gardener, 
apottlng tl)r drooping foliage. jfrlU ^ 
ruah for the hoae or watering can, 
thereby aggravating the trouble. 
Better acratch around In the soil first 
to make sure the plants really need 
water. 

While water has to be applied to 
the roots with some discretion, you 
can hardly overdo the application of 
water to the foliage. There is nothing 
a aweet pea likes better than a re¬ 
freshing shower bath, partlcularltT 
In the evening following a hot. dry 
day. If you screw up the nozzle on 
your hose until you get a fine, misty 
spray and wet down the vines, they 
will perk up and show their appre¬ 
ciation almost Immediately. 

a * * 

EXen better than the hose, use 
your garden sprayer charged with 
clear water plus a little household 
ammonia, about two lablesponnsful 
per gallon. Or you can use a hose-end 
bottle-type sprayer charged with neat 
liquid ammonia. This has a wonder¬ 
fully Invigorating effect and acts as 
a mild Insectlrlde or deterrent as 
well 

If your vines are grown against 
a fence or house wall, wet It down 
too, as well aa any paths nearby; 


all Alls helps create the moist atmos¬ 
phere that sweet peas love. These 
plants don't rare much for the ter¬ 
rific baking they must endure on a 
south or southwest-facing wall, pre¬ 
ferring an open location with good 
air circulation all around them. On 
such a sundrenched wall, this wet¬ 
ting down becomes vitally Important 
to the health of the plants, 
a a a 

Wall grown sweet peas often be¬ 
come Infested with red spider miles. 
These are tiny creatures, almoit loo 
small to be seen with the naked eys, 
but their sap-sucking activities can 
kill a plant Just as surely aa aphids 
or-calerplllan A look with a magni¬ 
fying glass at the underside of a 
do' looking leaf will often show 
traces of a very fine web the unmis¬ 
takable trademark of the red spider 
mite. 

Plain water, used freely and fre¬ 
quently on both vines and wall Ig 
about as good a preventive measure 
as you can lake, for mites thrive and 
multiply only under hot, Sry condi¬ 
tions. Once established on your 
plants, though. I doubt If water could 
clean up a bad Infestation you 
,would have to use aramite or ma- 
lathlon.

It has become a custom In the last 
few years among certain prominent 
authors who "wrrite" books to hire 
writers to do the writing tor them. 

1 am not speaking of Ihe as-told to 
type of operation which la practised 
openly by showbiz people and doc¬ 
tors and prize-fighters and dress¬ 
makers and archcrlmlnals and so on. 
I have reference to established 
authors who have grown understand¬ 
ably weary of the daily grind and 
engaged lesser writers to do their 
work for them. 

a a a 

I know personally of several such 
eases and there must be a great 
many more, because an Important 
element of the scheme Is to keep It 
secret. I ran across one fascinating 
example while I was lounging around 
Tahiti last winter: .vou, my dear 
literate reader, would arch your 
brows Into painful little croquet 
wickets if I told you Ihe name of 
the author who hired a hack to do 
his book for him. 

* * * 

He Is a man with several Irons In 
the fire and money rolling In from 
I all those Irons and publishers yell¬ 
ing at him to rome on with another 
bo^. Writing a book takes a fright¬ 


ful amount of lime and energy and 
he couldn't be bothered. He knew his 
public was panting hard for more of 
his golden words and so he engaged 
a young man to compose about 
SO.OOO of them. 

a * * 

I suppose his loyal followers would 
be shocked if they knew the truth 
that their hero didn't write one word 
of Ihe book he wrote. They shouldn't 
be he Is merely conforming In the 
New Ethic. Also, in a way. he Is 
spreading the wealth. 

a * * 

The same system operates even 

more extensively In the newspaper 
column trade. Once again I ran say 
that I know of several Instances in 
which established columnists have en¬ 
gaged eager young men of unsung 
talent and told them what to do; 
thus they, the nominal columnists., 
ran sit back and enjoy life, for It' 
Is al«/~ a long and tedious Job to 
lurwout a column. 

a a a 

Since my return from Ihe South 
Sea.s. I have had a flattering phone 
call from a young man who writes a 
humor column, a ragbag of Jokes 
sent In by hia readers. A big ayndi- 
cata Is Interasiad In hia column but 
Insists upon having a “name" over 
It. and they wanted me to lend my 
name to them. 

a a a 

It would be my column. I would 
have a good thing going lor me 
financially, and I wouldn't ever have 
In look at the stuff that went Into It. 
I begged off because I am quite'busy 
al Ihe moment. 

a a a 

I am quite busy looking around 

for some good boys who ran write 
the way I write. Who can write so 
the stuff sounds like me. I'd want to 
send one such boy down to Peru and 
Chile, because I've long wanted to 
write a hook about those colorful 

lands. Then 1 could have another boy 


out woilcing Ihe American Desert, a 
second locale on my progiam for 
future books. 

I've got to rind a real good boy 
to do an additional volume of my 
autobiography; I'm sure there's some¬ 
one around somewhere, well quallfinl 
to tell my life story as told by myself, 

a * a 

If I ran get these guys to working 
on thy various projects, then I can 
Ju.sl ail back and play the organ and 
rawe sweet com. Or 1 ran go to 
Europe and Indulge myself In one of 
thoae exciting and inspiring tax 
dodges that ire so popular with 
patriot American writers today, 
a a a 

Unfortunately I must report that 

I've had to work on my South Pacific 
book all by myself. I Journeyed to 
Paradise and spent long hours digging 
and Interviewing and roaming the 
tropic Isles. I filled my noiebooks and 
then I came home and shut myself 
Into my office and wrote my book. 
All of It. Every word. I realize that 
I'm hopelessly old fashioned, but up 
to now I Just haven't been able to 
find Ihe right boys.

1 promise my read¬ 
ers that rU make a large effort to 
get Into the modern groove and if I 
can locale Ihe riglA ghosts, I'll have 
them writing Ihe books I write before 
the year is out iqr passing.
